The following reference appears to be the closest art to the claimed invention. 
Mukherjee et al (U.S. Patent 6,492,330) teach a peptide of D-Phe-Gln-Trp-Ala-Val-Aib- 
His-Leu-NH 2 (corresponding to SEQ ID NO: 3 of the instant application), D-Phe-Gln- 
Trp-Aib-Val-Gly-His-Leu-NH 2 (corresponding to SEQ ID NO:4 of the instant 
application), D-Phe-Gln-Trp-Aib-Val-Gly-His-Ile-NH 2 (corresponding to SEQ ID NO:6 
of the instant application), and D-Phe-Gln-Trp-Ala-Val-Aib-His-Ile-NH2 (corresponding 
to instant SEQ ID NO: 7 of the application), and a composition comprising the peptide. 
However, the 6,492,330 patent and the instant application have at least one common 
inventors, and a terminal disclaimer has been filed and approved. Therefore, the claims 
are allowable over the art of record.
